Not only did the Constitution create a government, but 
it very definitely limited the powers of, government. W hat 
powers it did not reserve to the states and to the people them ­ 
selves it distributed am ong three distinct departments, the 
legislative, the executive, and the judicial. 
Ibis distribution 
of powers, followed also in state constitutions, is one of the 
chief merits of the American system of written constitutional 
law. 
All the legislative power granted to the Federal govern­ 
ment belongs to Congress. It has no legislative power which 
is not thus granted. Executive powers are granted specifically j 
to the President; judicial to the Supreme Court of the United 
States and inferior courts created by Congress. These powers, | 
1 
though having a com m on source, differ in kind but not in 
limitation. The perfaction of the system requires that the 
lines separating the various departments be broadly and 
clearly defined. It is essential to the success of government 
under the Constitution that limitations it imposes he respected 
and that persons untrusted with power, whether it he legis­ 
lative, executive or judicial, exercise it without encroachment 
on powers confided to others. 
For nearly 150 years our people have prospered in the 
“more perfect Union” created by this Constitution. 
From 
time to time, by the formal process it prescribes, they have 
amended it to meet changing conditions. It has been so ex­ 
pounded by the judiciary, notably by Chief Justice John

W e all kn ow that many ai ts of Con­ 
g r e s s have been passed

T h e evil of the p r e s e n t sy st em of 
reg im en ta tio n is not o nl y the w e a k e n ­ 
ing of the legi sla tive br anc h of the 
gove rn m en t and tin* s t e a d y e n c r o a c h ­ 
ment in all sp he re s of g o v e rn m en t by 
the e xec u tive branch. 
It also usurps 
for the leg islative and e x e c u t i v e the 
judicial 
functions 
of 
government. 
That e n c ro a c h m e n t in it se lf is bound 
to c a u s e a loss of 11 tverty. 
it is not 
e x clu s iv e ly the courts tha t pass upon 
violations 
of th ese co de s, 
but 
the 
sw a rm of code officials 
and 
under­ 
lings 
wh o are e m p o w e r e d to sit in 
ju d g m en t on und to p u n is h th e alleged 
violators of their r u lin g s as effec tive­ 
ly as any legally c ons titu te d tribunal. 
It w a s this very 
tiling 
that 
tile 
f r a m e r s of the Consti tut ion so u ght to 
prevent. 
T he y were a w a r e of what 
Mont esquieu 
said 
in 
hi s 
“Spirit 
of 
the I^iw s” : — 
“ T h e r e is no liberty, if the power 
of j u d g in g be not s ep ar at ed from 
th e legi sla tive and e x e c u t i v e p o w ­ 
ers. 
W ere it joined w it h the l e g i s ­ 
lative, the life and 
liberty of the 
su bj ect would lie e x p o s e d to arbi­ 
trary c o n t r o l ; for the ju d ge would he 
then the legislator. 
W e r e it joined 
to tile executive pow er, Hie judge 
migh t behave with all the violence 
of an oppresso r.” 
J a m e s Madison, one of the founders, 
said in the Federalist Pa pe rs : 
“T h e accum ula tion of all powers, 
legi slative, executiv e, and judiciary, 
in the sa m e hands, w h eth er o f one, 
a few, or many, and w h et h er heredi­ 
tary, self-appointed, or elective, may 
justly be pronounced the very defi­ 
nition o f tyranny.” 
Here then lies d an ge r to our Con­ 
stitution and to our liberties. 
If all 
the acts 
and 
the 
im pl ic ations 
of 
authority contained in the many la w s 
passed by Congress in the last year and 
a half are constitutiona l, 
then 
our 
Federal go vernm ent, acco rdi ng to tile 
Ame rican Bar Assoc iation Journal, is 
e m p o w e r e d :

of the acts of the tyrant, Geor ge the 
Third. G ove rn m en t under him had b e ­ 
co m e so intolerable that the si gn ers 
of tho Declaration pledg ed "their lives, 
their funds and their sacred ho n o r” 
to win freedom fro m it and to create 
a n e w nation. Acts ju s tif yin g a cour se 
that led to war to ac h iev e this free ­ 
dom from tyranny are ch arged aga in st 
the Brit ish king in this la n g u a g e of 
the D e c l a r a t io n : 
“ H e has ere cte d a 
m u lt it ud e of 
n e w offices, and s e n t hi th er s w a r m s
